N e w Y o r k , September 22d.—[Special.] 
It is possible that a course of manual train­ 
ing will be adopted in the public schools in 
this city. The Committee on Courses ot 
Education and School-books has reported 
in favor of such a course to the Board of 
Education, and advises the employment of 
an additional Assistant Superintendent to 
supervise the work in m anual training in 
the primary and gram m ar schools. The 
committee estimates that the totgl cost of 
introducing and m aintaining this new 
course in all the prim ary and gram mar 
schools in this city for the first year will be 
$128,500, and in the following years not 
more than $89,500 per year. If a workshop 
and cooking-school should be adopted in 
only one-third of the gram mar schools, the 
cost of maintenance for the first year would 
be $54,500, ane the expense during succeed­ 
ing years of maintaining manual training, 
including a workshop and cooking-school, 
in one-third of the gram mar schools would 
be $41,500. 
The report was the subject of a (on ? dis­ 
cussion, and it was finally laid over until 
the next meeting. The committee recoin­ 
mends that these types of manual labor 
should be introduced : 
Carpenter-work, or 
the use of wood-workiDg tools, for boys; 
modeling in clay, for boys and g irls; con­ 
struction work in paper, pasteboard and 
other suitable materials for hovs and g irls; 
drawing to scale, for boys and girls ; sew­ 
ing, for girls ; cooking, for girls. It would 
probably not be possible in the first year to 
introduce the kitchen and workshop into 
more than one-third of the gram mar'sehool 
departments.

THE WOMAN’S BATH IN PERSIA. 


81ie Sm okes an d Gossips W hile H er n a ir 
Is lieillfi C olored w ith H enna. 
The hath takes tip a good deal of the 
tim e of all Persian women. 
Even the 
¡«oorest will attend tlie Haminari at least 
onep a week, says the St. James Gazette, 
For the lady the hath is one of the serious 
affairs of life, and takes up daily from two 
to four hours. 
It is something more than 
our idea of a bath. 
The victim is scraped 
and rubbed and parboiled. 
The soles of 
the feet are punched until they are soft 
and tender as those of a little child. 
The 
hair is thoroughly washed by means of 
hot water and saponaceous clay for which 
Shiraz is eelebrated. 
* 
Then tlie attendants mix in a brazen 
bowl the aromatic henna with tlie re­ 
quisite amount of lemon juice, till a brown 
¡taste of tlie consistency of gruel is pro­ 
duced, and several handfuls of tlie repul- 
sive-looking compound are smeared over 
the lady’s head. 
Then tlie hair, collected 
into a mass, is bound up in cabbage leaves. 
Small quantities of the dye are smeared 
over the eyebrows, the soles of the feet, 
the toes, the palms of the hands, and the 
finger-tips are also covered with it. 
And 
now the lady has to sit perfectly still for 
from one to three hours, till, like a meer­ 
schaum pipe, she color?; and it is exactlv 
the color obtained on the best specimen iif 
pipes that is most fashionable among the 
Persian ladies. 
Day after day the hath is 
thronged with women, each sitting per­ 
fectly still for the color to “ take.’ 
But 
they have their reward, for the henna dyes 
tlie hair a beautiful deep warm chestnut; 
hence gray hair is unknown among lYr- 
'ian*ladies. 
W hile tlie coloring process lias ln-en go­ 
ing on longues have been running and a 
good deal of scandal lias been exchanged. 
The female barher with a pair of tweezers 
has removed every outlying hair from the 
region of the lady’s eyebrows. 
It is the 
ambition of every Persian woman that her 
eyebrows shall meet, or at least anpcar to 
do so. 
So attractive are eyebrows that 
meet that they arc called tlie “ bridge of 
love.” 
The first care, then, of tlie Per­ 
sian beauty is with a little pencil of anti­ 
mony to unite her eyebrows, and then she 
proceeds to make them appear of unnat­ 
ural thickness; her eyelashes arc penciled, 
too, in a manner not unknown to our coun­ 
trywomen. 
By this time the lady will 
have smoked many kalians or water pipes, 
she will have partaken of tea, and regaled 
herself with coffee; iced sherberts, too. 
will not have been wanting. 
H er finger 
tips, nails and palms, as well as tin soles 
of her feet and her mes have attained a 
bright chestnut hue, which will last a 
week. 
The hair is carefully washed once 
more. 
It is seldom under a yard long, 
often much more, for tlie Persion woman 
never cuts her hair, except in front, per­ 
haps, when two heavy forelocks are left on 
either side of tlie face. 
Tlie ladies now 
return home to their noonday breakfasts. 
After breakfast there is generally a siesta, 
and this in a hot country is almost a neces­ 
sity. 
Aliout 4 o’clock tea and pipes ap­ 
pear, and then the lady receives callers or 
pays visits, or perhaps does a little shop­ 
ping, or takes the air mounted on her 
ambling mule or a donkey of snowy white­ 
ness. 


“ V o lap u k .” 
Colonel Charles E. Sprague explained 
the mysteries of Volapuk, designed to be 
the new international language for com­ 
mercial purposes, in New York the other 
evening. 
The new language is not making 
so much headway here as in Eifropc, where 
ten periodicals and seventy or eighty so­ 
cieties are devoted to it, and it isc-timated 
that it has some 100,000 students. 
The 
language is the invention of a German 
Catholic priest, Father J. M. .Schloyer, 
who first began writing upon it in 1881. 
H is idea was to compound from the simple 
and regular parts of the more important 
modern languages an artificial language 
th at could be easily learned by the people 
of any nationality ami that should be to 
tlie modern business world what Latin was 
to the scholastic world a century or two 
ago. 
To do this he took for his frame­ 
work the five common 
vowel 
sounds 
added the dotted “ a,” “ o ” and “ it,” and 
tlie common consonant sounds, omitting 
tiiose from each language which persons- 
lioni to another tongue cannot pronounce. 
For the vocabulary lie took about forty 
¡icr cent, of the root words from English 
and tlie rest 
from 
modern 
Euro¡ieau 
tongues. 
The same root won't is never 
used to mean two different things. 
The 
declensions are managed by the addition 
of vowels to the root, the plurals are 
formed by the addition of “ s ' ¡n the Eng­ 
lish method, and the rules are absolutely 
without exception, so that ¡earning the 
Volapuk grammar is the m atter of a 
week, 
its friends do not pretend that 
Volapuk has any l«eautv that fits it fur 
imaginative or poetic writing, bnt that for 
commercial correspondence it is as valua­ 
ble as the terminology of chemistry or tlie 
algebraic forimilie are in those sciences. 
To use it at all it is necessary to have a 
dictionary from Volapuk into one's mother 
tongue, and the English dictionary has not 
vet been printed, hut an army officer in 
W ashington Territory is preparing one. 
Colonel Eprague is also preparing a hami- 
Ixjok.

of them into forces to make war upon

ing can be proscribed, w ithout endangering 
free speech, the liberty of the press, or 
freedom of conscience.

BOTH SAIL AND ANCHOR. 


W hen M acaulay said of th e American 
Constitution, “ it is all sail ami no ¡anchor,” 
he reasoned according to a supposed sound 
logical formula', that ought by diis time 
to have developed a conclusión in con­ 
formity with his judgment. 
But wc have just celebrated the cen­ 
tenary of the American Constitution, and 
it is ‘'sailin g ” more safely to-day than in 
any prior time. 
It has weathered a ter­ 
rible storm since Macaulay predicted, and 
put 
down anchors 
that 
held firmly. 
Macaulay 
looked on 
and uttered 
his 
prophecy when the nation was gathering 
itself together for a giant struggle to solve 
a gigantic problem. 
The struggle came, 
was ended; the solution of the problem 
worked out, and the Constitution weighed 
anchor and filled its sails once more, and 
the great historian's logic went to pieces. 
Could he have divined, as lie did not, 
the depth of patriotism of the national 
heart, the latent strength of American 
purpose, the supreme devotion of the 
American people to the principles of free 
government, he would not have esteemed 
the American Government so ill con- 
constructed. 
The plane upon which the 
civil war v.as fought out was that of 
Federal unionism, the 
very 
thing in 
which Macaulay deemed us lacking. 
It was a struggle to determine the cohe­ 
sive power in a Federal Union of sovereign 
States, a principle that is the sheet-anchor 
of the constitutional government. As John 
Fisko has so well put it, we ‘ have demon­ 
strated 
how military 
power 
mav be 
wielded, when necessary, by a people that 
has passed entirely from the m ilitary into 
the industrial stage of civilization, and the 
result has falsified all the predictions that 
were drawn from the contemplation of 
societies less advanced politically.” 
That 
is to say, we have demonstrated what 
Macaulay believed to be impossible, that 
all jMilitical questions, however moment­ 
ous, can be adjusted under our system bv 
constitutional methods, and that 110 mem­ 
ber of the Federal Union can, by attempted 
withdrawal, prevent such settlement. 
So it happens that, though less than a 
half a century ago the most brilliant of 
English historians and oueof the foremost 
minds of Great Britain estimated our Con­ 
stitution to he ‘‘ all sail and no anchor,” 
to-day, when the hundredth year of the 
Constitution’s lile has been rounded out, 
another great Englishman—John Bright 
—looking hack over the century of test of 
Federal unionism, declares 
“ that 
the 
conclusion of a hundred years of successful 
political existence under the American 
Constitution must he regarded by all the 
civilized world as ‘one of the most im­ 
portant events in the annals of mankind.’” 
And Gladstone, the foremost of living 
English statesmen 
and publicists, pro­ 
nounces our original charter to be “ the 
most remarkable work known to modern 
times to have been produced bv human 
intellect at a single stroke, so to speak, in 
its application to political affairs.” 


THE STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The State Board 
of Trade appears 
through its Executive Committee to he 
taking hold of the scheme of its creation 
with commendable vigor. 
The Board will 
find no difficulties, we apprehend in secur­ 
ing ample aid from the counties of Central 
and N orthern California, since the people 
we believe are convinced that the machin­ 
ery of the organization will not be used to 
advance private or foreign ends. 
In the 
past, the central and northern sections paid 
out impiey to agencies supposed to be im­ 
partial and acting for the best interests of 
all the counties, but it developed that the 
funds -¡ at from this city, for instance, were 
not wisely disbursed to put it very mildly, 
but really went to aid the building tip of 
sections lar distant and to advance schemes 
not im partial in character. 
Indeed, the 
telegraphic report is that at the meeting 
of th e 
Executive Committee of the 
Stale Board of 1 radc in San 1 rancisco 
on Wednesday, the committee was told 
by a gentleman intelligent upon the sub­ 
ject, t hat Saccamento money contri 1 cat, \ to 
the St a. i Immigration Association to he 
used t«. advance this section, had lieen di- 
\ cited Jo toe benefit or a southern cot:11:v_ 
There is everything to indicate that the 
State Board ot "1 ratio will lie free from all* 
partiality, and tin t it is deserving of the 
ecirdial support of sill the counties appealed 
to. 
Evidently ¡t i» not “ ru n ” by one or 
two individual- : but it* affairs are admin­ 
istered by a reprosemativt* body, ;ll,d the 
name» o f its Director* are guarantees for 
fair dealing. 
Moreover, the self-interest 
of the Board will all toed to make it im­ 
partial, and to the direction of its effort* 
for the equal and mutual benefit of all the 
coantics it represents. 
Before the Board was formed this jour­ 
nal expressed its faith in the scheme u|mi> 
which it was projected. 
It has not had 
reason to modify its judgm ent. 
The man­ 
ner in which it has gone to work strength­ 
ens confidence in it. 
It ought to hare, and 
we believe will have, generous support, 
and th at the output of its energies will re

SMOKING. 


t l i e 
F e w York P h ysician D iscu sses 
Subject—** T ob acco H eart.” 
[W. M. Butler, M. D., in Epoch.I 
I suppose th at the least harmful method 
of smoking is the use of a clean pipe with 
mild tobacco—a pipe that has not alr 
sorbed the nicotine. 
The harmfulness of a 
pipe con.es from its having altsorhed a 
great quantity of nicotine, so that you arc 
constantly taking more or les- of it into 
the system. 
The cigar would conic next 
in favor. O f course the stronger a pipe is 
the more nicotine there is in it, and the 
more nicotine you have the greater is the 
chance of injuring your system. The chief 
constituents of tobacco smoke arc water, 
carbonic acid, carbonic oxide in a state of 
gas, and nicotine. 
W hen a man smokes too much the ex­ 
cess produces redness and irritation of the 
stomach, ami the membrane secretes irreg­ 
ularly and docs not produce the due 
amount of gastric fluid. 
Hence digestion 
is interfered with. 
T hat is the first phase. 
After awhile 
the stomach gets into such a condition 
th at it tolerates this state of existence, so 
that there is not the same nausea produced 
in an old smoker that we find in a ioung 
smoker. 
W hether smoking is good for a man de­ 
pends on his organization. 
I do not think 
that smoking is ever really beneficial for a 
nervous man. Then, again, much depends 
on how much a man smokes, and when he 
smokes. There arc certain men who, when 
they are tired, when their nervous system 
has-been 011 too great a strain, will smoke 
one or two cigars, they will become quiet. 
The nervous man should not smoke at all. 
Phlegmatic persons would he least liable to 
he harmed. 
It depends on how much you smoke as 
to w hether you will become harmed by the 
practice. The people who are injured by 
tobacco are those who smoke too much, 
those who smoke on an empty stomach and 
those who - Use strong tobacco. 
But if a 
man only smoked in moderation—say two 
or three cigars a day—he would not stand 
much chance of being injured very se­ 
riously. 
You cannot lay down a rule how 
much a man shall smoke. 
Some men are 
more susceptible to the effects of tobacco 
than others. 
When smoking makes a man 
feel Imd or nervous, he may consider that 
he has received notice to quit. 
A man 
might smoke a cigar after a heavy dinner, 
and feel quieted by it, but if he continued 
smoking he would excite the nervous sys­ 
tem so that he could not sleep all night. 
And there are a great many peopla who 
cannot smoke at all at night without in ter­ 
fering wkli sleep. 
Some men get the habit of smoking so 
fixed that they smoke constantly. 
The 
tobacco habit is just as hard to break as 
the alcohol habit. 
I know a man who dis­ 
continued smoking for eight vears, and at 
the end of that time he wanted to smoke 
as badly as he did at first. 
When the to­ 
báceo habit is once firmly formed a man 
seldom loses his taste for “ the weed.” 
The disease known as the “ tobacco 
heart,” which is caused by excessive smok­ 
ing, may be described as a weak action of 
the heart. 
In a certain disease of the 
lies rt produced by smoking the symptoms 
are retro-sternal pains, with extreme an­ 
guish, paleness of face, cold sweat, faint­ 
ness, deep and sighing respiration and 
: lowness of the pulse, which is also inter­ 
mittent. 
I have seen a case where a man’s 
ordinary pulse was 110 simply from ex­ 
cessive smoking. 
Eventually the man’s 
nervous system broke down entirely. 
Then there is 
the smoker’s throat. 
That consists of an irritable state of the 
mucous membrane at the hack of the 
throat; redness, dryness and enlargement 
ot the tonsils, which render swallowing 
painful. This is more often produced bv 
cigars than pipes, and is usually cured if 
the smoker stops smoking. 
"Writers’ cramp, steel-pen palsy, tele­ 
graphers’ cramp and pianists’ cramp are 
often brought on by an excessive use of 
tobacco. 
Smoking 
immoderately 
will 
also cause a trembling of the hands, such 
as we see in old age. 
A man who lias any disease of the lungs 
will increase the throat trouble if lie 
smokes excessively. 
The man with a 
cough is sure to be more distressed in a 
room full of tobacco smoke. 
W hile it is 
questionable whether the smoking habit 
produces any disease of the lungs in itself, 
after the disease lias once begun there is 
no doubt .that tobacco smoke acts as an 
irritant. 
General G rant died of cancer of the 
throat, hut it is very questionable whether 
the disease was produced by smoking-— 
that remains to lie 'proven. 
1 have never seen any man who smoked 
enough to w arrant being sent to an insane 
asylum. 
1 have seen one ease of suh-acute 
mania that was said to have been produced 
liv tobacco, but I question the statement. 
The patient did use a great deal of tobac­ 
co, but many men outside of 
insane 
asylums use much of it. 
Cigarette smoking is, by all odds, the 
most pernicious of tobacco habits, because 
the cigarette smokers inhale a large quan­ 
tity of tobacco smoke. 
Nothing too se­ 
vere can be said against hoys smoking ci­ 
garettes. 
Cigarette smoking interferes 
with nutrition. 
Boys who are persistent 
cigarette smokers are apt to be dwarfed 
.uid stunted ia their growth. 
They do not 
gl ow as they should, and their nervous 
system is not properly developed. 
Not 
only is there arsenic in the paper used, 
hut there aic often foreign substances in 
t he ,fiibaceo. 1 f they will smoke cigarettes, 
the L ast harmful ones are the “ tobacco’" 
cigarettes.

T H E A NNUA L ADDRESS. 


D elivered t-y H ou. J o se p h tlu ilil, o f the 
. 
City o f Stockton . 
The annual address, which was to have 
been delivered by Hon. James Budd. was 
delivered in the Art Gallery last evening 
by his father, the Hon. Joseph Budd, who 
took the place of his son, owing to the lat- 
ter’s illness. The speaker was introduced 
by President Shippee. Mr. Budd spoke as 
follow s: 
Mr. President, Directors of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society. Ladies and Gentlemen : The 
published annual reports of this Society 
abound in many and carefully-considered 
statistics of the productions of this State, 
and the coming published report of the 
transactions of the Society for the present 
year, like former ones, will contain nil 
needed statistical information respecting 
the progress of California, and will make it 
unnecessary, even if the limited time al­ 
lotted permitted me so todo, for me to give 
to you any detailed statements of what has 
been done in the way of developing the 
agricultural and industrial wealth of the 
State. I will, therefore, content myself in 
indulging in what might be called glitter­ 
ing generalities, or rather in stating in gen­ 
eral terms, first, the possibilities of Cali­ 
fornia for material improvement and ad­ 
vancement in population and wealth ; sec­ 
ond, some of the causes which have 
hitherto retarded its growth, and third, 
the fact that these retarding causes are dis­ 
appearing and reasons showing why they 
soon will disappear altogether. 
The total area of California is 155.980 
square miles,'the much larger proportion 
of which is capable of being properly culti­ 
vated. The population of California, ac­ 
cording to the census of ltjgO, was only 
864,694 persons, an increase since the cen­ 
sus of 1870 of only about 200,000 people. 
Italy, with an area of only 114,290 square 
miles, had in 1871 a population of nearly 
27.000,000 of people. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland lias an area of 
a little more that 120,000 square miles, and 
has a population of over 35,000,000; and 
l’russia, with her 27,000,000 of inhabitants, 
has an area of 137,060 square miles. 
Each of these countries, with its teeming 
millions of people, has a less area of culti- 
vatable soil than lias this State, and in sa­ 
lubrity and mildness California equals, if it 
does not surpass even Italy itself, the most 
favored in that respect of any of those na­ 
tions, and for fertility of soil this land is 
surpassed by none of them. 
Turning "back the pages of history and 
taking a retrospective view of the nations 
of antiquity, we find that Egypt. Assyria, 
Persia, tnose cradles of ancient civilization, 
were inhabited by a much more dense pop­ 
ulation than'Dow inhabit Italy or England; 
the island of Ceylon, on whose mountain 
tops are to be seen to-day the footsteps of 
ancient civilization, possessed in ancient 
times within her horde's containing an 
area of little more than 25JXI0 miles, cities 
larger and more populous than is the city 
of Loudon ; and comparatively small Pal­ 
estine, the land which God promised as an 
inheritance to tfie seed of Abraham, had in 
the time of the reigr, of King David one 
million three hundred thousand valiant 
men who drew the sword. Athens, Mace­ 
donia and ancient Borne, and gold-gorged 
and gold-ruined Spain, in their palmiest 
days were not possessed of the varied cli­ 
mate and the soil products and adaptability 
for greatness that our own loved State now 
has. 
If Buckle be right, and the advancement 
of civilization and culture oTman depends 
upon thes:* four conditions, nam ely: 1st, 
clim ate; 2d, food; 3d, soil, and 4th, physi­ 
cal aspects of the land—all these elements, 
which tend to make a great and prosper­ 
ous people, are within the bounds of this, 
the Golden State, 
its soil, varying with 
locality, will yield the vegetable products 
of the most fertile and favored of modern 
and of ancient countries. 
in looking over the reports of our Con­ 
suls to foreign lands and the conditions 
requisite for the cultivation and raising of 
the products which constitute their prin­ 
ciple staple exports, we find here all the 
conditions for their like production. The 
figs of Smyrna, the olives of Spain and Al­ 
giers, the silks and wines of France, the 
wheat of Russia, the liemp of India, and 
the oranges .of Sicily can all be produced 
here with proper cultivation. W e have 
the soil, we have climate, we have the 
moisture and the facilities for procuring 
moisture, requisite for the production of all 
the vegetable products of the temperate 
zone, 
and 
many of the semi-tropical 
fruits. 
The usual winter rains are sufficient for 
the commencement of tbpir growth, and 
usually for their m aturity, it has been 
demonstrated that by deep and thorough 
cultivation of the soil vines and trees will 
grow and mature their fruit here without 
sum mer rains and without irrigation. But 
nature supplies the needed moisture w ith­ 
out sum m er rains near the borders of the 
ocean ; and in the interior of the State she 
has placed inexhaustible reservoirs, from 
which can be procured the needed irri­ 
gating streams even during the dryest of 
seasons. 
The westerly winds during the summer 
season, passing over the ocean landward, 
bear 011 tlieir wings the moisture-giving 
fog clouds, which fully supply all summer- 
needed moisture for "the laud, extending 
many miles inland from the ocean shore; 
and cacli winter mantles the summits of 
our mountain ranges with deep new-fallen 
snow. This the rays of the spring and 
summer sun dissolve and send in Ifotiiiz- 
ing streams, some coursing along the sur­ 
face of the m ountain sides and form rivers, 
which flow through m ountain ravines and 
into the valleys below, and some flowing 
ocean-ward in deep subterranean channels. 
These surface streams by dams and irri­ 
gating canals can he, and in many places, 
especially in Southern California, and in 
the Tulare and Kern valley basins, and in 
the upper part of the great San Joaquin 
valley, have been, by m au’s industry and 
skill, conducted along hillsides and over 
plains and valleys, and have made them 
in earthly paradise. The streams which 
flow in subterranean channels can be, and, 
in many instances, have been brought to 
the surface of the earth through artesian 
wells, and, with constant flow, render cer­ 
tain the productiveness of the soil over 
which spread their waters. I am not de­ 
livering a treatise on irrigation. 1 merely 
state the fact thar there is- comparatively 
little land in California needing moisture 
through artificial means to which such 
needed moisture cannot be supplied if the 
store-houses of such moisture, which na­ 
ture has provided, he properly utilized. I 
need not speak of the deep rich soil of the 
tule and tide lands of this State, which are 
now being rapidly and thoroughly re­ 
claimed. except to allude to what I133 been 
accomplished elswLere. Holland is ke ot 
free front the waves of the mighty ocean 
by large flild substantial dykes, and it 
would le savins but little for the ski!! of 


our civil engineers and tho Industry of cu r 
people to suggest that they cannot protect 
our low lands from the waters oí the 
streams which flow towards the sea and 
there are lost in the vastness of those great 
ocean’s waves front which Holland pro­ 
tects her lauds. 
We have then the food-produciDg soil, 
which Buckle 
claims is 
requisite for 
n&tioDal greatness. 
We have also a cli­ 
mate unequaied for its mildness and un­ 
surpassed for its salubrity. I 11 summer, 
along the coast and for one hundred miles 
and more inland, the heat of the sun is 
tempered by the almost constant ocean- 
cooled westerly winds, while in the valleys 
near the mountains, when the sun has 
veiled his brightness behind the cresting 
waves of the Pacific, the cool air descends 
from the m ountain sum m it and drives the 
sun-warmed air of the valleys up. to m in­ 
gle with the higher atmosphere above. 
Our nights are almost always delightful 
cool, and sunstroke is seldom experienced 
in the climate of California. 
I might speak of the mineral and timber 
wealth of this S tate; our quicksilver mines 
may yet rival those of Spain, our iron ores, 
only in part developed, may yet equal those 
of Pennsylvania. 
We have petroleifon. and 
illum inating natural gas, and the great 
mother lodes of gold-bearing quartz, which 
traverse this State from north to south, the 
exploration aud development of which are 
in a measure but commenced, will yield for 
ages gold, surpassing in fineness aiid quan­ 
tity that of the famed mines of Ophir, 
which furnished the golden vessels and 
ornaments which adorned the temple built 
by Solomon for the worship of the living 
G od; and the cedars of Lebanon are sur 
passed by the redwoods of California, The 
mighty trees of these forests, almost awe 
inspiring from their magnitude, and tow 
erir.g high heavenward, might well be 
deemed pillars supporting the azure vault 
above: Nature's fitting temple for the wor­ 
ship of Nature's God. 
California has all the natural physical 
aspects for inspiring greatness. Her broad 
valleys: her snow-capped mountains: her 
deep ravines; 
her towering precipices, 
over which leap the waters of her streams, 
forming cascades and water falls many 
hundreds of feet high, give man enlarged 
views of N ature's greatness, and inspire 
him with the desire to attain greatness for 
himself. 
W ith all these natural advantages the 
inquiry is suggested : W hy the increase of 
California in population has been slow in 
comparison to that ot other States in the 
Union? A brief consideration of the cir­ 
cumstances connected with fhe settlement 
of California since its admission into the 
American Union, will afford a solution to 
this inquiry. California was a long dis­ 
tance from the older and more populous 
States of the Union ; the expense necessa­ 
rily incurred in emigrating from those 
States here would be sufficient to procure 
for the emigrant a comfortable home in the 
nearer Western States. The possibilities 
for a great agricultural State were then un­ 
known even to Californians themselves. 
The known dry summers of California— 
no rains of any am ount from April until 
November—naturally 
induced 
residents 
east of the Rocky Mountains to believe 
that the soil of California was incapable of 
profitable cultivation ; and the inhabitants 
of the Northern and Eastern States, where 
frost 
reigned 
king during 
the winter 
months, were slow to believe that in the 
same latitude, on the Pacific coast, land 
could be cultivated during 
the winter 
season. 
An overland trip at that time, from the 
Mississippi to Sacramento, consumed the 
spring, the winter and the autum n, and a 
removal to California was then an appar­ 
ent severing of ties, of family, of kindred, 
and of eld friendships. The title to the 
soil here was then uncertain ; the settler 
who m ight then plant his vine and his fig- 
tree had 110 reasonable assurance that be 
would be permitted to repose in peace 
under their shade. Spanish grants sprung 
up as thickly as did the armed men from 
the dragon-teeth sown by Cadmus, and 
were quite as dangerous. 
" 
They oftentimes over-lapped each other, 
and the settler could not determine whether 
they would slay his claim as a pre-emptor, 
slay each other, or be themselves slain by 
adjudications of the Courts. He could not 
saielv buy the Spanish title; he could not 
with safety fight it. 
Everything as to land 
titles was involved in uncertainty; and 
the settler could not be expected to plant a 
vineyard, the fruits of which he might not 
be permitted to eat. or to dig a well, the 
waters of which he might not be permitted 
to drink. Again, in “ the first years of 
California as a State, the two princi­ 
pal industries ot California were those 
of mining and cattle-raising. The coun­ 
ties of the State were 
tiien 
divided 
into what were known as the mining 
counties 
and the cow count jes. 
The 
cattle-owners require! large ranges to 
make stock-raising profitable; they con­ 
trolled to a large extent the earlv legisla­ 
tive policy of the Slate, and that policy was, 
as might have been expected, favorable to 
large land-holders. 
When wheat culture 
succeeded largely cattle-raising the farmer, 
with his many acres, plowed and seeded 
them with the aid of hired help, and then, 
when seeding tim e was ended for the sea­ 
son. would sit down idly to await the ma­ 
turity of his crops; and his hired men, in 
the interval between seeding time and har­ 
vest, being without employment, became 
tramps looking for work, often, however, 
spending first in the brothels and saloons 
of the cities the wages received for their 
winter’s work. During the few months of 
the harvesting season these laborers again 
found brief employment, to be followed by 
months of idleness, ar.d often of dissipation, 
and of tramping once more, seeking em­ 
ployment. The wheat-growing farmer pur­ 
chased for home consumption in the city 
markets vegetables, meat, butter, eggs, flour 
—everything he and his family consumed. 
His sole source of yieome was from the 
sale of his wheat crop, and should any sur­ 
plus rem ain after meeting the expenditures 
of the previous year, it was used ¡11 adding 
to the acreage of his already too large fended 
estate. 
H is sons, the natural energy of whose 
youth required active employment of body 
or of mind, tiring of the monotony of such 
farm life, with nothing there to do save for 
a few months during the year, naturally 
would seek the more congenial companion­ 
ship to be found in our villages and cities, 
and thus would lose the love of home life, 
so requisite to a sturdy yeomanry. 
Our farm wage-winners, from the want 
of constant employment would, during the 
months of their forced idleness, expend 
the wages they had earned during the time 
they worked, and thus would save !*o sur­ 
plus of their labor-earned money, to pro­ 
vide for themselves homes. They hud 110 
homes ; they reared no families. 
In the Northern and Eastern States, the 
land holdings are sm all; lnit from his small 
farm there, the husbandman produces 
most of the necessaries, and many of the 
real luxuries of hie; his farmhouse is sub­ 
stantial and comfortable; his barns, sheds 
and granaries are large and commodious"; 
his land is conveniently divided by sub­ 
stantial fences, into sma'll fields, suitable 
for the varied pursuits ol grain and vege­ 
table growng, and for grazing; near his 
house is his small orchard and garden, 
which produce for home consumption his 
fruit and his vegetables: his hennery jr>- 
vides him with 
poultry 
and eggs; 
a 
few cows of the most approved breed, 
furnish butter and milk: 
a few sheen 
provide 
hint with 
mutton and wool ; 
a few pigs, raised and fattened on products 
of the farm which here would be permitted 
to waste, give him pork and bacon : a few 
horses, of good breed, constitute his team s: 
the time not given to the cultivation of his 
larger crops is devoted to his orchard, liis 
garden and the improvement of his lands ; 
his sons find constant employment ai home 
and learn to love home life; the cities afford 
a remunerative market for the surplus pro­ 
ducts of his farm, and each year he accu­ 
mulates something, which, though it be 
small, is preserved for liis children when 
they become heads of families and need 
homes for themselves. These States, with 
comparatively sterile soil and with a rigor­ 
ous winter climate, are wealthy and pros­ 
perous. History teaches us that large land 
holdings are obstructions to increase in 
population and wealth. As Aristotie said. 
" The best m anure for land is the foot of 
its owner.” The former backwardness of 
the beautiful South, with her broad acres of 
naturally productive soil, ascompared with 
the material advancement of the vigorous 
North, was not owing to her former institu­ 
tion of human slavery, now happily ended 
in this country forever, any more "than it 
was to the immense plantations then held 
by the few, and to the impossibility for 
the 
many 
to 
scurc 
lands 
there, 
whereon 
to 
establish 
homes 
owned 
by. themselves. Another obstacle formerly 
existing to the rapid increase of California 
in population. I will mention, when Gov­ 
ernor tRanford and his associates, through 
their indomitable energy, caused Hi a loco­ 
motives o f their road to climb the foothills 
from the Sacramento valley eastwardly, to 
speed along 
the m ountains’ sides, "and 
across the dry and sterile piuins of Nevada 
and northern I tab, and xucet at Ogden the 
locomotives advancine front the East, it 
was the wish of the Directors of the Cen­ 
tral ratine Railroad Company to establish 
ra,es of fare low enough to induce im m i­ 
grants to seek the pacific coast and there 
e-’ablish homes, it wa.- for the interest of 


this company to do this. The company 
had lands to sell. A mat erial in crease in the 
population and wealth of California would 
advance the m arket value of the company’s 
lands and increase the am ount of travel 
aud traffic on this roads, and thus add m a­ 
terially to its revenues. The great railroad 
corporations, however, which controlled 
the connections with the Pacific railroads 
easterly from Ogden, had no wish to build 
up California: they had no interest in so 
doing. Secure as they deemed, in possess­ 
ing their share ol the transcontinental 
traffic from ocean to ocean, they were in­ 
different 
to 
any 
advantages 
which 
California might derive 
from increase 
of 
population. 
They wished 
to 
in ­ 
crease the popula Ion of the States and 
Territories, whose local business would be 
wholly tributary to their own roads, aud 
they refused, as I understand, to establish 
with the California company any pro rata 
tariff of fares which would enable the emi­ 
grant to travel cheaply from the East to 
the Pacific; but they did establish a rate 
of fares which enabled the emigrant to 
travel cheaply to the States and Territories 
in which were the termini of their own 
roads, and such States and Territories, with 
a soil less fertile than that of California, 
and with a rigorous climate, increased 
rapidly in population and in wealth. Most 
of the obstacles I have mentioned to the 
material advancement of this State have 
been overcome. The residue are rapidly 
disappearing. 
The Directors of the California Railroad 
Company, with the same energy which 
characterized the construction of their road 
from Sacramento to Ogden, built another 
road, independent of Eastern railroad con­ 
nections, up the San Joaquin valley, across 
the Mohave desert, climbing the mountain 
through looped tunnel, passing the beauti­ 
ful City of the Angels, spanning the rapid 
Colorado, up (lie Gila, through the heated 
clinic of Arizona, down the Rio Grande, 
across the plains of Texas and reaching 
ports of the Gulf of Mexico, at whose 
wharves were sea-going ships, this roud 
was constructed, and the waters of the 
Pacific and the Atlantic were bound to­ 
gether by lasting ties of steel. 
W ith equal energy and speed the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Ke Railroad Com­ 
pany pushed westward its road, until the 
orange groves of San Bernardino and of 
Los Angeles, and the port of San Diego, 
were reached. 
Freights and fares were re­ 
duced. This reduced tariff of freights ren­ 
dered possible the sending of the fruits of 
California to Eastern States, and with profit 
to the producer. 
Reduced fares caused 
residents of Northern States, who formerly 
sojourned in Florida during their rigorous 
winter season, to visit California when the 
frosts and snows were around their own 
Northern homes. These visitors found the 
mildness of our winter climate equaled 
that of Florida, while California, in the 
salubrity of its climate and attractive scen­ 
ery, surpassed that land of flowers. Rail­ 
roads have annihilated the obstacle of dis­ 
tance ; and cheapness of fares that of the 
former great expense of immigration to the 
Golden State. 
Many of the former large 
land-holdings in Southern California had 
been divided up into small tracts and sold, 
and the owners of these small tracts had 
planted them with vines and fruit trees. 
Actual experience showed that a few acres 
planted to vines and fruit trees yielded 
the owner a larger net revenue than would 
many acres devoted solely to wheat grow­ 
ing. Our Eastern visitors on their return 
home gave true reports 
of the m ild­ 
ness and salubrity of our climate, the 
attractiveness of our scenery, and of the 
productiveness of our soil. The possibil­ 
ities of California as a great agricultural, 
wine and fruit producing State became 
known East, and the tide of immigration 
of wealthy and energetic farmers swept 
over the barriers of intervening space and 
reached Southern California. 
Lands there 
appreciated largely in m arket value ; lands 
in other portions of the State are showing 
a like increase. Statistics embraced iu the 
published reports of this Society show that 
the citrus fruits can lie grown from the foot 
of Mount Shasta, 011 the north, to the 
southern borders of San Diego, while in 
our greater as well as" iii our smaller val­ 
leys 011 the foothills and on our mountain 
ranges, and 011 the m ountain sides them ­ 
selves, are grown the table, the wine and 
the raisin grape, the prune and the apricot, 
the pear and the nectarine, the peach and 
the fig, the w alnut and the almond, the 
plum and the olive, equaling in flavor and 
in abundance those produced in any other 
climate. 
Lands 
valuable 
for 
wine 
and 
fruit 
growing 
are 
too 
valu­ 
able for grain raising alone, 
and 
al­ 
though large and 
rem unerative 
crops 
of grain are raised in California, and our 
fields of golden wheat are the just pride of 
the State, enhanced value of real estate 
is causing owners of large tracts of land, in 
Central and Northern, as well as in South­ 
ern California, to divide up tlieir large 
land holdings into smaller tracts, and sell­ 
ing these smaller tracts to persons seeking 
to engage in wine-producing, fruit-growing 
and in gardening. 
It is not in agricultural productions alone 
that California is now m aking rapid pro­ 
gress. The wages of mechanics are higher 
here than in the Eastern States, the cost of 
living less. The tariff of freights alone af­ 
fords to many articles produced bv our 
manufacturing industries all needed" pro­ 
tection. The car shops of the Central Pa- 
fic Railroad Company in our capital city 
are turning out cars and locomotives equal 
to those produced by Eastern manfectories. 
Our harvesters, of California invention, anil 
of California make, are the admiration of 
Eastern tourists. 
And the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco have entered into 
successful competition with Eastern ship­ 
building works for the construction of 
armored cruisers for the national Govern­ 
ment. 
The greatest works of antiquity, the firm 
based pyramids of Egypt, tfie m a;nific;nce 
of KingJSolomon’s temple, the colossus of 
Rhodes, the walls and hanging gardens of 
Babylon, the temples of Brahma in India, 
the pantheon of Athens, the coliseum ot 
Rome, Tadmor of the desert, the Palm yra 
of Zenobia, all were in mild anil genial 
climes. 
And on the western continent, 
the mightest and most enduring works of 
its ancient people were in the warm cli­ 
mates of Mexico, of Central America and 
of Peru. The most vivid imagination will 
fail to portray the possibilities of California 
in the future. Our children's children’s 
children, if true to themselves, may see 
California rivaling in wealth, and in the 
magnitude, stability and utility of her 
public and private works, the greatest of 
people of ancient or modern times. 


SAN 
JO AQ UIN 
COUNTY. 


A D isp lay o f th e M ost S u b stan tial and 
A ttractive K ind. 
This county is one of the richest and 
most substantial producing counties in the 
State, its exhibit occupies the northwest 
conservatory space of • he Pavilion, and the 
display is arranged with extreme good 
taste and effectiveness. Over the entrance 
to the exhibit are the words “ San Joaquin 
County.” neatly and plainly worked out 
with wheat heads upon maroon-colored 
velvet. 
Upon the wall, in rear of the ex­ 
hibit, is a magnificent representation of a 
complete harvester, the figure being 10x 14 
feet in dimensions, 
it is worked out with 
various kinds of grain heads upon a wire 
screen, which covers a space 14 by 24 feet. 
It is a most unique and artistic piece of 
work, and worthily attracts a great deil of 
attention and admiring comment. The 
piece was the thought of Mrs. W. D. 
Ashley, and after being sketched upon wire 
by G. O. Freeman, of Stockton, was worked 
out with grain heads into perfect form and 
colors by Miss Alice Ashley, Mrs. Alice 
Adams and others. It took three weeks of 
steady work for the ladies engaged upon 
it, and they have executed a tine piece of 
art work. 
It is framed with small sheafs 
of barley, neatly worked into form around 
the border of the screen. 
The next to catch the eye as specially at­ 
tractive in the county’s exhibit is the dis­ 
play of grain, which is arranged into most 
pleasing and effective form. 
This part of 
the county display was the work of J. D. 
Hoffman. The grain is put up in large 
bundles, with shorter ones on the outside, 
and standing higher as the center is ap­ 
proached. 
Around the base are sacks of 
grain of different kinds, of largest and 
most perfect kernel. A nother portion of 
the wall is decorated with alternate bun­ 
dles of wheat and corn, giving a very 
pleasing effect. The corn is very fall, and 
of equal m erit as to quality with the 
wheat. 
An excellent display of hops, both on 
the vines and in bales, is made, showing 
the best quality of this product, and which 
grows in fian Joaquin most prolificly. 
" A sample of Kaffir corn, planted May 15, 
1887, by \V. 1’. Eddy, who resides live miles 
north of ijiodi, is exhibited growing in a 
box. and is an object of much interest. A. 
J. Pittm an thus speaks of Kaffir corn in 
the Field, Farm and Stockman, published 111 
Chicago: 
“ The name ' Kaffir Corn’ would indicate 
‘ Kaffraria,’ or Kaffir land. South Africa, 
as its origin. The seed are nearly white, 
with u purple spot, one thousand seels to 
the ounce. 
They are a little larger than 
orange sorghum seed. Two-thirds of the 
seeds are eipOGfO. and the beads need only 
to be thrown to horses, cattle, hogs and 


poultry. I believe its 
feeding capacity 
equal to wheat. 
Bread was made from it, 
and the tasters at Atlanta, Ga., declared it 
equal to wheat flour. 
“ As a poultry food, 1 would exchange it 
for nothing. Chicks only a few days old 
can cat it and crave it. 
it will grow and 
111 íture on any land that corn will. 
I had 
ripe heads in one hundred days from the 
time of planting. 
Plant shallow and cul­ 
tivate shallow, “it resembles sorghum, or 
broom-corn, when first up. Plant from six 
to twelve inches apart, in rows three feet 
apart. 
It will grow about four and a half 
feet high. Then there shoots forth a head, 
growing a foot higher. As the head reaches 
the milk stage other heads will put forth, 
beginning at the upper joints, and continu­ 
ing to put forth from Inflow as each pre­ 
vious head approaches maturity. 
The 
.blades only spread about two atid a liaif 
feet. The blades are short, wide and thick, 
smooth on both sides, of a rich dark-green, 
and average eleven or twelve to the stalk. 
“ The corn will right itself after a gale 
that would seriously damage Indian corn. 
It is not easily broken off. and if it is, new 
stalks will put forth at once from the 
broken stalk, or from below the surface of 
the ground. 
If cut off at the ground when 
the first heads are in the dough stage, it 
makes a forage superior to corn fodder, and 
from the roots from two to seven new stalks 
will spring out with great rapidity, grow­ 
ing from three to six feet high, the stalk 
being smaller and not so well-bladed or 
headed as the parent. 
“ I think Kaffir will solve one of the 
problems of forage for the West. Planted 
side by side with corn last year, worked at 
the same time, and in the same manner, 
the Kaffir produced at least fifty per cent' 
more and was still m aking growth at late 
frost. Dry weather, or hot and cold weather 
do not stoji the growth of the corn. 
I pre­ 
dict that when better known it will be the 
ensilage plant of the future for the South 
and West.” 
In fruit, while the exhibitors state that 
no special effort was made in this direction, 
there is a tine exhibit of very choice fruits 
of all kinds, displayed on plates, dried, 
crystallized and preserved iu glass. The 
display. of grapes, apples, pears, peaches, 
plums, quinces and figs, is very attractive, 
although it is very late for making such 
An exhibit. 
In vegetables, San Joaquin county stands 
in 
competition 
with any of its sister 
counties. Some of the squash are simply 
immense, some of them two feet in diam ­ 
eter. A full Hue of vegetables, such as 
Irish and sweet potatoes, beets, onions, 
melons, peppers, cabbages, parsnips, carrots, 
egg plants, etc., are relatively' as large and 
fine as the monster squashes. 
Another noticeable feature of the ex­ 
hibit is the very excellent display of silk, 
which is exhibited in cocoons aud in reeled 
silk. This is worthy of special mention 
and special reward. "The silk besides be­ 
ing of the finest quality, is most attractive 
to the eye, aud the ladies especially, should 
not fail to inspect it. The major part of 
the display is made by Mrs. H enry Utt, 
but there are other exhibitors. There are 
fifteen pounds in her exhibit, all of which 
she raised this season 
The exhibit of wool in fleece and m anu­ 
factured product, by the Stockton Mills, is 
good, and the display of leather from the 
Pacific Tannery, Stockton, is excellent and 
substantially attractive.

S e rg e a n t B a rw lik ’* R e p o rt. 
Those who rem ain up all night or rise 
very early witnessed an extraordinary dis­ 
play of atmospheric electricity yesterday 
morning between 2:30 and daylight. The 
view from the roof of the United States 
Signal Office was simply grand, zigzag 
and forked lightning of the most vivid 
character and of great intensity being seen 
in the southeastern portion of the sky at 
.m i angle of 1 0r or 50°. The streaks of 
"lightning were of immense length, and 
mostly formed in a horizontal position. 
Some few were perpendicular. The hori­ 
zontal zigzag streaks stretched from K. X. E. 
to S. S. W.. and appeared as two single 
streaks separated in the S. Ii.; one extended 
to the east, while the other extended to the 
southwest. The perpendicular streaks were 
from 
art angle of 
45° to below the 
horizon. 
There 
m ust 
have 
been a 
fine eletcrical 
display from 
fifty 
to 
erne hundred miles south of Sacramento. 
Such sights are rarely ever seen in this 
vicinity. Once before, in.ten years, a storm 
producing zig-zag lightning, and accompa­ 
nied by a heavy fall of hail, occurred—bn 
the 4th of March. 1SSG—and came from 
the southwest. The one of yesterday morn­ 
ing came from the same point, but passed 
more to the south and east of this city. 
The former one passed directly oyer this 
vicinity. The rainfall that was precipitated 
yesterday morning during the .passage of 
the electrical storm was Inappreciable in 
am ount. 
The wind during the storm 
veered from east to southeast, to south, to 
southwest and west, increasing in velocity 
from five miles to thirty miles per hour, 
the weather growing perceptibly cooler. 
Al'icr the passage of the storm the wind [ 
decreased in velocity to a gentle breeze 
from the north. 
The average temperature yesterday was 
68c, being 2’1 cooler titan the normal for 
that day. The highest and lowest tempera­ 
ture was T'.t and 58°, with fresh to brisk 
and gentle variable winds and cloudy to 
fair weather prevailing.

A ctiv ity ill R e a l E s ta te —N ew In d u s trie s 
a n d B u ild in g E n te rp ris e s . 
R ed d in g, September 22, 1887. 
Eds. Record-Union : 1 ne voice of the 
bcotu is still heard in the land. Amongst 
the sales made since I last wrote has been 
400 acres of land just outside our city lim­ 
its, for $25 an acre; for which, two years 
ago $10 was paid ; J. Eligh, a lot for $1,700 
for which he paid $1,075; and H . E. Par­ 
ker, a lot to Fred. II. Deakin for $2,500. A 
lady from Oakland has bought a 20-acre 
tract in the Oliver addition for $2,400. and 
the Deakin addition, on the same tract, has 
been laid off' in lots of three, four and six 
acres. Our neighboring town, Anderson, 
is also enjoying a mild state of delirium, 
Hon. T. W. H. Shanahan and F. Buss hav­ 
ing formed a real estate agency, and they 
are m aking things hum . A few days ago 
they sold 500 acres of the Kimball tract, 
situated on the grant below the town, to 
Captain G Taylor, of San Francisco, for 
$10,500; Kimball retaining the 100 acres 
on which his improvements are located. 
Also the Bates A Browning tract on the 
Zumwalt plains lor $6,400, and other minor 
sales. 
The Anderson W ater Company has been 
granted a franchise, the streets have been 
cleaned up. and there are many other signs 
of im provem ent; notably that of J. E. Me- 
Garrey taking care of the local journal— 
the Enterpi isr. 
The incorporation of our city and the 
great success of the fair, has put fresh vim 
into the com m unity; the Shasta County 
AgrieuUu:a and Mineral Association has 
been fgrmcd and articles of incorporation 
filed with the Secretary of State. Capital 
stock, $28,000, the first thousand shares to 
be sold at $10 per share. Its objects, buy­ 
ing the race track, erecting a pavilion and 
other necessary buildings, form parks and 
drive-ways, and have everything provided 
for the proper conduction of all future fairs 
and races, and to develop the resources of 
Shasta county generally ; $3,500 worth of 
stock was subscribed for at the first meet­ 
ing and considerable inore spoken for. The 
Board of Directors is composed of the lead­ 
ing men of the city w ith,F. 11. Deakin as 
President. 
Mr. Gable, of Oakland, has purchased 
some lots on Market street, on which he 
intends building a three-story brick build­ 
ing. ar.d another on the corner ot Pine and 
Yuba streets, to be used as a bank, the 
present building being hardly extensive 
enough for the increase of business. 
The new firm of J. T. Wiseman & Co. 
have opened up in their brick store and 
are making things lively. The old stead­ 
fast firm of McCormick, Saltzer & Co. hold 
their own, and appear perfectly w illing'to 
stand any am ount of competition. They 
wifi shortly erect a three-story brick build­ 
ing on the corner of Market and Y’uba 
streets.

of water several hours before being used. 
The internal aids to the olear complexion 
are most of them well known, and the 
present season is the best for a thorough 
cleansing and purifying of the blood. 
The old-fashioned remedy of sulphur and 
molasses is considered among the best. 
Charcoal powdered and taken with water 
is said to lie excellent, but it is most diffi­ 
cult to take. 
A strictly vegetable and 
fruit diet is followed by many for one tp 
two weeks.— London Lancet.

A Nagasaki (Japan) correspondent of 
the New Orleans Timet-DcmoeraJ w rites: 
It hardly seems possible that a person 
with ojien eyes, in broad daylight, could 
walk into the crater of a volcano without 
knowing it, especially when th at crater is 
the object for which lie is searching. 
My 
first experience was with the great volcano 
of Asozan, rising in the middle of this 
southern Island of K lusiu. 
On the morn­ 
ing of the 21st instant we moved out of the 
cran'd harbor of Nagasaki. 
After round­ 
ing the most dangerous jioint on the coast 
of Japan we pushed eastward through the 
Straits of Shinabara, where the water 
rushes through with terrific force, making 
at times a veritable maelstrom, to Jlva- 
kwau, seajiort of Kumamoto, the largest 
city in the island. From here I proceeded 
to Kumamoso, and thence, between broad 
fields of rice and other cereals to Onzen. 
On this route one is simply smothered in 
luxuriant vegetation. 
As we approached Onzen we began a 
slight ascent; finally a deep gorce was 
struck between two lofty and precipitous 
cliffs, which ushered us into what seemed 
to be a broad and fertile plain. 
In the 
distance rose the green isles of a lofty 
mountain group. 
On the side of one of 
these could lie seen the cloud of steam 
ejected from the boilings of Onzen. 
We 
could see nothing of a volcano as yet, 
though we knew that Onzen was on the 
route. 
Leaving our jinrikshas, we turned off 
the main road and toiled on foot up the 
steeji ascent. 
As we came into the little 
hamlet the doors and windows were filled 
with a curious crowd of natives, all in 
their bathing robes. 
W hen the Japanese 
bathe they soak all day long. 
Often they 
lie in the large stone baths with their 
heads on the stone stejis and actually go to 
sleep and remain for hours in th at position. 
After engaging a guide to take me to the 
volcano on the following day, I strolled 
out to see the view and watch the sunset. 
Climbing a neighboring hill that 1 might 
see lioth north and south, 1 was surprised 
and mystified to see that the whole hori­ 
zon was one immense palisade. 
W hich­ 
ever way I turned, there was that wall, al­ 
most jierjiendicular, a thousand jj^et high. 
Its toji all around was its smootfi as a floor. 
It looked exactly like the palisades of the 
Hudson, only higher. 
There were one or 
two breaks or gorges through it. 
By one 
of these 1 had entered in the dusk of even­ 
ing without noticing particularly my sur­ 
roundings. 
H ere the fact burst’ ujion me 
th at I was already in the crater, and 
around me rose the crater wall. 
It was a 
startling discovery. 
Here, where I stood, 
the fiery center of the earth liad in cen­ 
turies past sent up its molten lava and 
deluged the surrounding jilains with fiury 
destruction. 
Yes, this was the crater of 
Asozan, fifteen miles from wall to wall, con­ 
taining w ithin its walls miles and miles of 
cultivated fields and more than eighty vil­ 
lages. To think th at the jaws of this once 
seething firepit should become the scene of 
such quiet rural life! 
W ithin this old 
crater there arc now deep valleys and 
lofty mountains. One of these is now an 
active volcano, which the intervening hills 
hide from view. 
To this, the next morn­ 
ing before the sun had reclaimed the val­ 
ley from the night’s fog, my guide was 
leading me. 
As we reached the summit of the inter­ 
vening bight the sun appeared yellow 
through a thick cloud 
of sulphurous 
smoke, that since the foundation of the 
earth has hovered and brooded over the pit 
beneath. 
Asozan rose before its, its rugged 
sides, scarred bv the struggles of eruptions 
long ago past, forced against their will to 
he the hod of rolling lava streams, and to 
bear upon their breasts the scoria which 
mother earth long since refused to contain. 
Xow we are on the side of the mountain, 
our feet sink in the soft sand and ashes of 
our path ; now we have gained the summit 
and the variable breeze blows a cloud of 
sulphur smoke into our faces, whose intol­ 
erable stench almost drives us back; but 
the wind veers. 
Before us yawns the gt'K. 
1 steji to it- brink and look down 300 feet 
to see what looks like a pool of boiling 
dirty inilk. 
Around it are holes from 
which pour sulphurous stiffing fumes, niak- 
ing on every lip and ledge of rock above 
yellow stalactites of sulphur. 
1 can think 
of nothing but ail immense sore. 
It looks unhealthy and unnatural, a 
livid cancer too horrible for adequate de­ 
scription. 
Again the wind drives a wel­ 
come veil of smoke between us, and we 
make our way along the brink to get a 
view from a different standpoint. 
We 
stumble against a curious rock. 
W hat is 
this? 
It is an image, the deity of Asozan, 
jefore which the ignorant and half-wild 
stilphur-gatheiTTsbow and pray before they 
descend into the poisonous depths-. 
Ten years ago in spite of these prayers, 
ten poor fellows perished in the flames. ( >n 
the opposite side I saw the tortuous and 
narrow path by which the bottom is 
reached. 
1 did not care to descend it, and 
yet there was a fascination about it that 
drew me around to the path. 
I thought I 
would just venture in a lew yards, hut these 
few urged me farther and farther, till 1 
was about half way down. 
The path was 
ihout a foot wide. 
On one side rose the 
almost perpendicular wall of the crater; 
on the other yawned the gulf. 
1 turned 
now this way,mow that, wriggling around 
corners, and peeping over the edge, think­ 
ing how horrible it would lie to meet any 
one on such a narrow path, when I heard a 
wild yell above me. 
Looking uj> I saw a 
dozen sulphur gatherers, with their baskets 
on their backs, lionnriing down in a most 
wreck less way. 
My blood almost froze. 
How were they to pass me unless 1 went 
all the way down to the very bottom? 
1 
squeezed myself against the side of the 
wall and waited breathlessly till they 
turned tho nearest corner, then 1 yelled 
with all my might. 
They came to a sud­ 
den stop and stared at me in wonder, for 1 
was the first foreigner perhaps they had 
ever seen trespassing on tie ir territory. 
My fears were dissij-ated quickly, a- they 
bent down and glided around me like 
ghosts, while 1 looked over my shoulder, 
expecting to see each in turn fall over the 
edge. 
A moment more and they were out 
of sight, bounding like chamois down the 
the perilous path, singing a wild song on 
their way to their hazardous work. 
1 made the best of my way out, stopjfing 
long enough 
to gather some beautiful 
specimens of sulphur from the crevices of 
the wall. 
During all this time the crater sent forth 
a continuous roar and hiss that was deafen­ 
ing, and from time to time I could feel a 
slight trembling of the earth. 
When 1 
reached the top i found my guide anxiously 
awaiting my appearance. 
He was as glad 
to see me out safe as I was to he there. As 
wc walked down the mountain across the 
hills and valleys to Onzen 1 felt impressed 
that in grandeurand repulsiveness no sight 
could equal that of an active volcano.

ner. that they were taking every bet they

$100 to $50 for the other two. 
The horses 
w ere very evenly started for the first heat. 
A t the quarter A rrow led by three lengths 
in :32|, Lee tw o lengths behind, and K ii­ 
larney som e five lengths farther to the 
rear. 
T he positions were not changed at 
the half, w hich was reached in 1:08. w ith 
Arrow going steady as a clock. 
Between 
the half and three-quarter poles Lee closed 
up a little of the gap, but could not over­ 
take th e Los Angeles A rrow , th a t shot u n ­ 
der th e wire an easy w inner bv three open 
lengths in 2:15}, the fastest tim e ever m ade 
over the track bv either a trotter or a pacer. 
A rrow is a California horse, only 4 years 
old, and his defeat of the Eastern celebrity 
caused a shout to go up from the m ultitude 
as had not before been heard during the 
m eeting. 
A rrow finished w ith such ease 
and returned to the score in such fine con­ 
dition, that he at once became a large fa­ 
vorite in the pools, and 
there was a 
scram ble for th e pool-box by th e Lee back­ 
ers, who attem pted to “hedge.” Pools now 
sold : A rrow $220, field $05. 
T he horses had a good send-off for the 
second -beat. 
A rrow again show ed his 
heels to his com petitors and passed the 
q uarter in :33, Lee two lengths behind, 
K iilarney two or three lengths to the rear. 
T he h alf was passed w ith th e horses in 
about the sam e position in 1:07}. 
They 
cam e into th e hom estretch in this order, 
Lee gaining som ew hat on A rrow , but he 
broke at the seven-eighths pole and fell 
back to th ird place, Arrow slow ing un and 
w inning by several lengths from K iilarney 
in 2:191. 
A rrow was such a large favorite now th at 
hedging was im possible, and Lee and K ii­ 
larney found no backers at any price. 
The 
Los Angeles w onder had it all his own 
way. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced 
in getting the horses started for the next 
heat, K iilarney refusing to come to the 
scratch, turning back at the draw -gate, de­ 
spite the efforts of his driver to urge him 
forw ard. 
T he horses finally had a good 
start, but A rrow broke on th e first tu rn 
and lost so m uch thereby th at his chances 
ol' w inning th e heat were lost. 
K iilarney 
led to th e halt by tw o lengths in 1:07', Lee 
tw o lengths behind, and A rrow alm ost out 
of sight to the rear. 
A t th e seven-eighths 
pale K iilarney broke, and Lee w ent to the 
front w inning from K iilarney in 2:24, A r 
row ju st driving to save bis distance. After 
tliia beat pools sold: 
Arrow, $100; field, 
$2-5. 
T he last heat was the m ost exciling of 
the day, and recorded one of the fastest 
fourth heats ever paced. 
T he horses had a 
good send oil, A rrow taking the lead and 
passing the quarter in :32}, th eo th er horses 
close up. 
Before reaching' the half, w hich 
A rrow passed in 1:071, Lee m ade a bad 
break and fell considerable distance to the 
rear. 
A rrow never m ade a skip, and his 
driver sent him hom e for all he was w orth, 
passing under the w ire in the rem arkably 
fast tim e of 2:16}, several lengths in ad ­ 
vance of K iilarney, and th e distance Mag 
fell in the face of Lee. 
T his gave Arrow 
first and third m oney and K illam ev sec­ 
ond m oney.

OYSTERS DAINTILY DONE. 


F in e W ay* in W h ich th e F a t S h ell-F U h 
M ay F e e l th e F ire. 
T he cookery expert of th e New Y ork 
Evening Post gives us a short chapter on 
th e succulent and savory oyster, thus : 
Ih is m onth, w hich in E ngland is de­ 
voted to St. Partridge, restores th e oyster 
to its popularity and eagerly anticipated 
reign. 
I t is certain th a t th e oyster sup­ 
plies an alim ent w hich unites all th e prop­ 
erties th a t are most precious for food. 
Its tine delicate flesh has savor enough to 
please the taste, not enough to excite or 
cloy it. 
E xcepting bread, there is no ali­ 
m entary substance th at does not at one 
tim e or another cause indigestion, but oy­ 
sters never! 
To eat oysters, therefore, is 
both physically and m orally healthful. 
H ere is th e B reton way of dressing oy­ 
sters, or w hat M. de Cussy so ju stly calls 
“ era truffes de la mer:” 
H aving selected 
some oysters of th e largest size, drain off’ 
th e liquor in a line cloth, and when drv 
dredge them all lightly w ith flour. 
Then 
cut up tw o o r th ree onions very sm all, put 
in a sauce [Bin a piece of h u tter’the size of a 
w alnut, and w hen it m elts add th e oysters; 
sim m er them gently, seasoning w ith pep- 
jier and salt as th ey are in progress. W hen 
slig h tly browned, take them from the fire, 
sutler a few drops of vinegar to moisten 
them , and th en — “ do your worst.” 
The 
famous composer, Nicolo, had a way of his 
own o f accom m odating oysters. 
H e passed 
his life between his piano-forte and his 
saucepans, and prepared his m acaroni after 
th is fashion: 
H e tilled each pipe with 
beef m arrow, goose liver, shreds o f game 
and truffles, and m inced oysters m oistened 
well w ith th e ir own juice. 
O f th is dish he 
ate discreetly, w ith one h an d o v er his eyes, 
th a t his agreeable m editations m ight not 
be disturbed. 
T he ways and means of preparing those 
seductive m orsels called oyster patties are 
m arvelous. 
H ere is one dividing the 
honors w ith oysters: 
L et veal sweetbreads 
w ith plenty of cream be united to oysters, 
giving an equal portion to each ; sprinkling 
tender sliced trutilcs over each p atty before 
it is consigned to th e flaky delicate paste in 
th e shells. 
W hen the am iable M alherbe 
says th a t lie knows nothing better than 
women and melons, it is difficult to under­ 
stand how th e N orm an jioct om itted oys­ 
ters, living as he did so near th e finest beds 
and fisheries ; for women do not alw ays 
agree w ith people, and m elons sometimes 
do not, but who ever heard of a com plaint 
of th a t kind being m ade against oysters? 
H ere is an oyster soup th a t will please 
all tastes, all ages : Stew two dozen chick­ 
ens’. feet in a q u art of w ater for two hours, 
w ith an ordinary-sized onion and h a lf a 
parsnip, sliced, and lightly browned, an 
anchovy, a blade of mace, two cloves, two 
dozen peppercorns, th e rind of h a lf a 
lemon, a dozen button mushrooms, and th e 
beards of four dozen oysters. 
Strain, take 
oil th e fat, and put th e oysters in the stew- 
pan w ith the liquor, leaving out a little to 
m ix w ith two tablespoonfuls of flour for 
th e thickening. 
Sim m er th e oysters six 
or seven m inutes— if longer they liecome 
too hard. 
P o u r a glass of sherry in the 
tureen, th e ju ice of a lem on, a tablespoon­ 
ful of essence of anchovy, fifteen drops of 
garlic vinegar, th e same of tarragon vine­ 
gar, and a q u arte r of a teaspoonful of cay­ 
enne. 
T h e cream of a crab, m ixed w ith 
th e hard p art of a dozen of the oysters, 
pounded in a m ortar, and added to the 
soup a m inute or two before th e conclud­ 
ing boil, w ill exceedingly add to its rich­ 
ness and flavor. 
Serve w ith fish force­ 
m eat balls, w hich will also serve w ith 
every v ariety of fish soup. 
F o r these chop 
finely together a tablespoonful of fine 
breadcrum bs, a teaspoonful of equally fine 
suet, another of parsley, h alf a teaspoonful 
of dried m arjoram , a sm all piece of lemon 
peel, a tablespoon of pickled shrim ps, a 
sm all piece of cod 
liver, boiled, three 
oysters, th e hard-boiled egg*yoke; season 
w ith cayenne, salt and nutm eg, and m ix 
w ith a beaten egg. 
Roll the balls to the 
size of a sm all w alnut w ith a little flour, 
and place them in th e oven for ten m in­ 
utes before serving in th e soup. 
In France th ey wash fifty-five large 
oyster- in th eir own liquor, then strain it 
into a stew-pan, p u ttin g th e oysters in a 
pan of cold w ater; season th e liquor w ith 
a large glass or h a lf a p int of w hite wine— 
M adeira or sherry— the ju ice of two lem­ 
ons, six blades of mace, and a sm all grated 
nutm eg; boil th e seasoned liquor, skim 
aud stir it w e ll; w hen it arrives at a boil, 
put in th e o y sters; give one good stir 
then im m ediately take them front th e fire, 
transfer to a deep dish, and serve. 
They 
are not to boil. 


N uns AVho N ever See a M an. 
T he V ia M erulana Convent, in Rome, 
will rem ain in th e possession of the nuns 
u n til the death of th e last of them , when 
th e property will go to th e city. 
T he six­ 
teen rem aining Franciscan nuns, who are 
called the Sepulte V ive, are still in the 
old m onastery, w here they once received a 
visit from th e Princess of W ales.

T hey never see m en, not even th e 
priest who says mass in th e chapel. 
The 
a lta r is screened oft) and th ey can ju st see 
th e elevation of th e H ost. 
T hrough a 
sm all aperture they receive holy com­ 
m union. 
Iro n gratings and a linen veil 
guard th e sm all opening through w hich 
th ey m ake confessions. 
T hey never un­ 
dress for repose, hut s|ien<! h a lf th e night 
in prayer, and keep, except in extrem e 
cases of illness, a perpetual abstinence from 
m eat- T hey m ake alm ost everything thev 
use, even to shoes and m edicines. 
If a 
p aren t of one of these nuns dies th e an­ 
nouncem ent is not m ade to the nun bou­ 
sel f, but in general term s it is said th at one 
of them ba? lost by death a father or 
m other, as the case m a r he.— Boston Her­ 
ald. 


O n . t h k W a v e s.— In a pam phlet is­ 
sued lately by the 1 . S. H ydrographic 
Office, L ieutenant I'nih-rwood says th at 
m ineral oils are not so effective for use at 
sea as vegetable ot- anim al. 
A com para­ 
tively sm all am ount of th e right kind of 
oil, sav two quarts p er hour, properly used, 
is sufficient, he asserts, to prevent much 
damage, both to vessels and to small isiaK 
in heavy seas. 
T he greatest ro ult front 
oil is obtained in deep w ater. 
I 11 a surf, 
or w here w ater is breaking on a bar, the 
«fleet is not so certain ; but even in this 
case oil may he of benefit, and its use is 
recom mended by L ieutenant Underwood. 
Ho advises th at when an attem pt is about 
to he m ade to board a wreck the approach­ 
ing vessel should use th e oil after running 
as ( lose as possible under th e lee of th e 
wreck.

BACK FROM THE BEYOND. 
A Tonnessee G irl Is D ead Twenty-five 
M inutes. 
There is one young lady, Miss Delia 
Street, of Giles County, who claims to 
have ‘‘spread her white wings and sailed 
over the sea ” to the celestial city last 
March. The fact has not until the present 
time been in print, and would probably 
have never been published had she re­ 
mained in that lethargic country. There 
have been at different times persons who 
have made similar claims, but the public, 
instead of listening to them with creduli­ 
ty, looked upon the claimants rather with 
commiseration, and regarded the fervid ac­ 
counts of what they saw as the imaginings 
of a diseased mind or perchance the pro­ 
duct of a disordered liver. 
Miss Street is what is known asa “coun­ 
try girl,” and has not enjoyed the educa­ 
tional facilities of large cities, but she is 
lively and vivacious, and in point of intel­ 
ligence is the equal of those raised under 
the same circumstances, but it is not rea­ 
sonable to think a person of such limited 
advantages could, unassisted, describe any­ 
thing in as glowing language as she does. 
It can not be said that she is more observ­ 
ant than her associates and displays wis­

Iler description of the heavenly Jerusa­ 
lem, which is vivid, is reduced to writing, 
and is offered in girlish diffidence and 
youthful innocence. It is clothed in the 
most elegant and chaste language, and de­ 
scribes a country more glorious than anv 
upon which the feet of fancy have ever 
trod, and bears the imprint of a superior 
mind. There are coincidences connected 
with this case that challenge attention and 
show there was a power greater than the 
finite involved. 
About February 1st of the current year 
Miss Street informed her parents that on 
March 27th following, at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, she would be taken violently 
ill; that she would grow worse until the 
following day at 9 p. m„ at which time she 
would die and remain in a state of death 
for twenty-five minutes, and that during 
the period of suspended animation she 
would visit that “ house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens.” She asked 
her father not to send for doctors, as human 
instrumentality could not prevent her 
journey to Paradise, and also told him not 
to lie alarmed, declaring with implicit 
confidence that, after enduring the sting of 
death for twenty-five minutes, her mortal 
and immortal natures would reunite and 
she would again become a living soul. 
Of course the parents were uneasy about 
the idol of their fireside, and began to 
think that her reason was abdicating its 
throne. On the arrival of the day on 
which she announced she would be taken 
ill they evinced great solicitude, inquiring 
hourly as to her condition. She answered 
cheerily and continued to admonish them 
not to be alarmed. The hands of the clock 
toiled around until 4 was finally reached, 
and to the girl’s parents they neverseemed 
to move so rapidly. While the time-piece 
was upon the stroke of the hour the young 
lady was prostrated with sickness and vio­ 
lent pains wracked her body.

recently even the principal features of the 
coast had not been accurately determined, 
and the interior still offers an extensive 
field for exploration. 
During the present 
year an expedition under Air. Theodore 
Be van has successfully sought a water route 
to the inland mountains, discovering two 
magnificent rivers, with numerous tribu­ 
taros. 
The main streams were named the 
Douglas and the Jubilee, and were navi­ 
gated for 130 and 110 miles. 
The course 
fed into a country of superb mountain 
scengrv, through fertile lands in which 
sago, bananas, tobacco, bread-fruit and su­ 
gar-cane were found to lie indigenous. The 
island prove 1 to be practically uninhabited 
except within a few miles of the coast. 
Seven trilics of natives were encountered 
near the G ulf of Papua, the largest num­ 
bering 400 or 500 men. 
The climate was 
not unhealthy, the tem perature varying 
from 72 to 86 degrees during the day.

Section 2. The rate of fare on such railroad 
or railway m ust not exceed the sum of five cents 
for a single fare. 
Section 3. The grantees herein nam ed shall 
pay to the City of Sacram ento an annual license 
of five dollars upon each car run and operated 
upon said railroad or railway, which shall enti­ 
tle them to run, m anage and operate their rail­ 
road or railway every day in the year. 
Section 4. The grantees herein nam ed may at 
any tim er with the consent of the Board of 
Trustees of said City of Sacramento, abandon 
any part or portion of the franchise hereby 
granted, upon tiling with the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sacramento a written declaration 
ol sü^h abandonm ent, particularly describing 
the part or portion intended to be abandoned. 
The consent of the Board of Trustees to such 
abandonm ent must also be in writing. 
bECTios 5. The rate of speed on said railroad 
or railway must uot be greater than eight mile6 
per hour. 
Sect-on 6. The grantees herein nam ed shall 
pay and be assessed for th e cost of improving 
the portion of the Ftreet or streets em braced be­ 
tween the rails of the track or tracks of their 
railroad or rail wav and far two feet on each side 
thereof; and such assessm ent shall be a lien 
against the franchise and railroad of said grant­ 
ees from the date of such assessment, aud may 
be collected in the same m anner as other assess­ 
m ents for improving streets are collected ; and 
said grantees shall keep said portfon of said 
street or streets constantly in repair, and flush 
w ith the street with good crossings. 
Section 7. If electricity is used no polcB shall 
be erected in the streets by said parties for the 
use thereof.
